During the recent State ComiBerelai 

eoBventlon held in LoiitRviiip, one ses- 
■ion was devoted exclusively to the 
work being done by the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association for adequate repre- 
M&tatlon of the state at the World's 
Fair In St. Louis. The speech deliv- 
• red by the President of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. A. Y. Ford, managing editor 
of the Courier-Journal, was "so full of 
Moqaent taeCa, ■o eloQuently spoken," 
as Col. W. C. P. Brecltinrldge ex- 
pressed it later in the evening, that 
we have decided to give it to OUT IMd- 
ers. In part it Is as follows: 

The moveuient for a creditable repreaeii' 
t«ll<m of Kentucky at the grpjit World'* 
Fair, which 1st to mark the L'eutenarjr of 
the I'urchiiKo of the LioulUana Territory, 
iip|)eHis both to bualMM IntsNst and to 
patriotic »eutliueut. 

It appeals to bualnc.s<i intoreKtu, becHiise 
no oonuniinlty more thau Kentucky aueUti 
to iMvo ItMlf pioperly adrertlaed to the 
|esrld, not only for th« oorrtotton of that 
nlM repute into which It ha* been brought 
4>y pcralateat and long-coDtlnaod misrep- 
resentation, but beoanse, at this particular 
Juncture in the material deveioptiient of 
the country, It flndtf an unusuiii oiiiKM-tunlty 
and a pressing neccsnlty to demonMtrate to 
the world of cnpital and of houietieekcrB 
<he RuiK-rlor adrantageit which It offers as 
an undeveloped State, In which all the es- 
aentlala of pnAtable dtwIS f a a t ai* to 
be foaad. n . - . 

It appeals to sentiment, beoanse the Ken- 
tneklaa'e eharactoristio pride tn the 
aohievemenU of the foaadera of the Com- 
nonwMlth can flad la all the long, Ulna- 
triouM story notblnf more At to Inspire It 
ihun the part which the men of Uils State 
l^ve played In that marrelons national 
Jlrauui of oxpnnMliiii. of which the l4Mli» 
Mna Purchaxe waH a part. 

Bow couid Kentucky forego her clnlm to 
a ahitre in the glorleti of a reKion at whose

erty tbroagh ImK. lastraMtatality, peopled 
larirely by her Sons, bound to her by the 
tendcreet ties of blood aad Interest— all In

But perhaps it Is more In keeping with 
ib» spirit of an occasion like this to put 
aeutluient to the rear and buslnes* ccn- 
aldemtious to the f^. We hold that Ken-

Beoanse aov la ta* time of thne* for 
pBttlag oarselvee right and , keeping our- 
selves right before the business world, 
while this tremendous tide of naterlal de- 
Telopment is at it* flood and men are 
eeoklng on every band for profitable fleldH 
of aotlTity; 

Because, throngh Ignorance of our own 
reti«urce» or Indifference lo them, through 
Itick of enterprise In presenting lufonna- 
tlon about them to thoae who seek It, we 
haye suffered onrselva* to be o«t*trlpned 
as an Industrial eosBBtialty by states thst 
eoald not oomparo with as la aatvral ad- 
vaatagcs. 

I know of BO Itste that stands SMte to 
need of a protest In the name of truth than 
Keatueky. I kaow of ao State that hai. 
beea more perstetently and unjustly nia- 
UgMd than Kentucky. I know of do i4tate 
that has more Bupinoly endured such m1«- 
repreeentatlon, rc<kle»siy giving freiih oc 
cosloo for it and carcieas of Its opportuul- 
U«* for dlspUylng lU better side. 

I am not an apologist for that whlcl^ Is 
wrong with tM, and there is mneb tn pre- 
sent conditions for which w* should frankly 
take shame to onraelves, but the very es- 
Istenoe of such things bnt emphasises the 
necessity that we should be up and doing 
In the cauNe of our own redemption, to the 
end that theti* early glorlee of the State

dimmed niid rterlil' ri or Itn future hiimiiered 
by our duly. No coiiiniiinlty more than nn 
Indhldiinl should he oversenpitlve to Just 
crltltlwni, but unchM-ked misrepresentation. 
ioDft enniigh contlnned, makes repntntlmi 
and It has made for ns a reputation that 
has formed a barr'er to the proper di 
velopment of the Stote. It Is a tblnx to 
be denied and rebuked with esrne*-n«'KK 
and dignity at every opportnnlty, not only 
aa a nuittcr of smip pride bnt as a mat- 
ter of State welfare. 

In nil the long roll-onll of States not 
one Important Stale will be missing, not 
one that can lay any clahn to Mnk as an 
enterprising Commonwealth. ' Not nof 
whose gfowtb in wealth and population 
atteeU It* enn-gy and progressive spirit. 
There will be aligned the States that stand 
for prngreiMi. for enlightenment, for ednos- 
fli>n. for tp«(l<T!>lilp.

busy world to stand out of our sunlight 
and let ns aloue with our mountain feudu, 
our political quarrels, our undevelope<l 
wealth? That we don't want to be dis- 
turbed by the screech of laitsry whintles, 
that we don't want iocomoVvSfe sosrlng uur 
horses; that we doDt Want factories 
spreading soot over the landscape: 
that we'll keep our coal and o\ir iron 
and our lead and xinc nml tlu<<rs)Mr 
where they arc, for we don't want nn- 
lightly holes dug In ,tlie gi-ound?

We've got one or two and the old 
carry-all Will do fbr a while longer with a 
new spoke or two and an extra wrap on 
the shaft, when the roads are not too bad. 

Men of Kentucky, that Is the verd'ct 
thut our IiKlirTerence to this opi>ortunl.y 
would boiii Invite and joetlfy, and it Is s 
verdict that would lielie the State and its 
pt-ople. We have a fi w iiHi--sb:ii ks yet. for 
I doubt not there were even ihiirii lHi^hi > 
'In the (iarden of B<len. We have pe. p e 
left who are coiufopiable only when j' k 
King along In the well-worn ruta. 

A reasonable State pride la well enough, 
but a State pride that doe* not express it- 
self In emulative deeds la a hybrid thing, 
mere tlourlsli and strut and filly preteliKe, 
K'.ilii^ri^' ii<itliiiig but rldlc\ile. and I feaj 
that with «ionie of our go<Ml people Stale 
pride has ossifled Into mere »elf-coiu 
placeiicy, with the f<invlctlon that what 
ever Ih \h all right Hn<l that any suggcK 
lion of improvement is a suggestion uf d.s 
loyalty. 

And yet there is work to he done. For 
Kentncky is an undereloped state with rich 
resoarcca. and whotever stands In the way 
of the development of those resouws s 
whether It be unwise laws, whether (t h!> 
our own Ignorance of the*e resource*, or 
wheitber it be IndtlTerence at home aixi 
ignorance and misconception abroad— -mu-t 
he HWept aside. 

With the Urgost known area of cokln;: 
coal In tlie world, we piiulu. e ui !y fotir- 
tenilis of one per cent, of all tin- loke pio 
tluceil In the l iilled States and. Ilioiigh w. 
are now rapidly Inere.islng mir |ir"(li;et. \\ e 
A or r.inU i.nly ninth as a c.ke prodmer. lie 
iiig In this reHjiect outranketl even by >In> 
Hauhusetts, which has no <'oking coal at all. 
hut must bring It all from .Nova S<'Olia. 

With practically the same coal area as 
West Virginia, we mine unnuaKy oul.. 
ene-fourtb as much coaL With twice the 
coal area of Alabama, we mine aunuulty 
ouly about one-half as much c«ial. 

With splen<lid timber at our very dpors. 
wp send It North to be made into tnnil 
Hire and other ai<tlcle* and be ahlpped back 
to us. 

With a splendid .stock raising Conntry 
alKiiit MS. tlie antnnil priKliici of our btiteli 
:iriil meat I'a.king esfubllslmenis is 
little mere tluin one-'eiilli that of Indlcu 

Willi vast lielii... itf iiatiir.il oil. we a i- 
only Just beginning to develop them and 
have as yet not a single petrolenm reSn^ry 
In the 8:ate. 

With s l^nt* part of onr titate ao thickly 
populated as to Invite the oonatractlon of 
In'erurban traetloa lines, we have oi>ly 
three such I'nes In openstloB. with a toti 
of le«a than 40 miles of track, while «ti: 
neighboring 8«ate of Indiana Is already n 
net-work of Interurban lines. 

With twenty-eight eouiiiles wl.oMy uii- 
t(iuclip<l by s'enni ralhvavK and ntlieiK t!i;'.' 
are biiicly skilled by them, ne Imllt < ii y 
Vi2 iiillet. of railway from IMK) to IIHHI nm' 
In lfK>l only X\ mllex, tliough the tntu' 
new construction in the South In the de- 
onde waa l..V<o miles, and In the Cnlted 
States 4,4SS mileR. 

With vast dejioslts of Iron ore, we have 
declined as a pruUucer of pig iron, and In 
litoi produced only a pitiful 26,000 tonii. 
against Alsbusia's more Ihaa 1,300,000 tons 
Tet %wpHlif-»if yesrs sfo-th*. pig hfoa pre 
duotloa of tha tws Statas wa* abont equal 

In Iron and steel lusnufsrtures, though 
our actual ootput has Increased, our rank 
among the Stut<'H has declined from sev- 
•nilh In 187(1 to eleventh In 1880 and thlr 
tcenth in UKV), th<iugh we have imitroved 
our rank in the poM ten years, butiug stooil 
only Miteeutli lu IK'it In si^lte of the 
natural resouices and advantages that 
should make u« a gre<.t Iron aiMl steel Ktate. 
we are out-ranked by sueb States ss Mary 
land. Indian* and New Jersey, which can 
not oompar* with a* In such advantages. 

With va*t daposlts of th* aaeot cUys. 
whoa* value Is bsoostlag kaewa to tbi 
trsd* *ud which w* are at last, •speclslly 
in BsatMU Xentveky, beglflnlag to apprc- 
«Ute and to develop, we stUI rank no bet- 
ter than fottrteeatb as a producer of clay 
products. Our Improvement is shown by 
the fart that we racked only twenty-second 
lo 18tK>. 

After having been all this time in Ignor- 
ance of the fact that we had valuable de 
posits of lead and sine and fluorspar, w« 
are Just b^laalng the pfoStablc develop 
OMAt or thas* Jspaalts watirtsi that the 
e o BMBorelal world ass<a aaA will pay a 
good pttoe far. 

WMh all the fadlltlss and advaatsges 
that Invite prodKaMe saaanfaetuHng ws 
have only within the past few years be- 
gun to make real progre** as a roannfac- 
tnrtng Stoite. In all the esaentlals of 
abundant and icccaalbl* raw materials, 
cheap and Inezhauatlbla fuel, oplendld 
transportation facilities, nearnesa to groat 
markets, being within a short distance of 
the center of population, cheap and intelli- 
gent labor, and favorable climate, we yet 
rank onl^ clgbtceath a* a ita»afa«turing 
State, 

I dte thee* faets la a* apMt of de- 
traotlou, bnt In support of ay statement 
that Kentucky is an undeveloped State. I 
cite them la no spirit of dlsoouragement. 
but rather to hidlcato th* spl*B«ld AsM 
la whtob.^ ^ «» Ulwf m tit 



rcsnlis llui't «.ilt only npiMi tnr *ni. 
cite them hi no spirit of disloyalty to ttie 
St.:ile we love, but i-a.h r bccau-e i houI<1 
see It make greater has:e toward that goal 
of maiei-lai prosperity that Is so easily 
wittalB It* teach. 

I do not believe that I overestimate 
either the vslue uf this UzpoMlilon us s 
pla<'e for oxplolting our State, or the 
necessity of thus advertising it. In this 
I am vltidlciiled by the ludfiiient of m.iny 
Kentucky ttrins, which will spi nd ibous 
ands of dollar* ii|>on ctlilblts to ailrertlse 
tlii-lr own enterprise. I am vlndleale<l also 
by the fai't tlirtt every civilized nailon on 
earth is pre|iaring to be n'presenled and 
that Florida aeeme likely to l>e the only 
one of all onr own Statt* and territories 
that la not alive to the opimrtunity. You 
will obser>-e that I am counting Kentucky 
In the list of progn-sslres. for Kentucky 
must be thi "e. It is to be the largest 
World's Fair yet ilttempteil. i<iverlii|; 
nearly twice tlie area i>f the ( t.ieagi 
World s Fair, and biicked l.y nearly flit, 
' iHi.iMMi i.r capital. ('oncllll .Ms lay upon 
Kinlnckr the most urceiil liijtiiiit Ion to 
111. ike the most of the opporl unity here 
iilToriled t<i put before the world her In 
vltatlon to tliove men of brnin and bniwn 
un<l capital who build up the industries 
of a great Stnte.

Capt. Horace Hillman.an Edgartown 
fisherman, has been towed bj a mad- 
dened whale man J miles out to sea, at 
a speed rivaling that of a faat express 
train. Th* captain and Man-uel Cor- 
reiro. a Porttig'uese sailor, were in the 
c.'i t hnat Thelma, exatiiining nets off ihe 
snuthern shore of .No Miin's Land, 
south of Martha'K Vineyard, MasF. 

Suddenly a finback whale leaped out 
of tl|e water within ten feet of the 
Tbelina and brought down hia im- 
merse tail with a fearful swings. The 
boat rocked violently and liotli men 
were thrown prostrate. Then the 
whale started out to sea, fouling the 
lines which attached the nets to the 
boat, and towing the Thelma seaward. 

Correiro was burled under a heap of 
nets. Capt. Hillman was stunned by 
his fall, btit regained his feet, and at- 
tempted to release the Portuguese, 
but was unable to do so. He estimates 
that the whale towed the Tbelina at a 
speed of 30 miles sn hour. So tsat did 
the bout tear throiiph the tea that 
Kirrenls of water poured tiver the 
broad, flat .stern, and he was forced 
to bail cuntinuously to keep the smafl 
craft from being swamped. 

To add to the gravity of the titua- 
tion. n squall a[iproached from the 
sotitli, nii(! Hillnian wti.s olili^'ed to bail 
with one liatid. wliilt- with the other lie 
fumbled with flie halyards and d<iwn- 
haul. Finally, by almost superhuman 
effort, he managed to lower the sal), 
but it was Impossible for htm to furl 
it. A few minutes later the squall 
s-t riK k flic Thelma and the waa thrown 
almo.st fill her beam ends. 

After being towed for four hours the 
Thelma was freed. Capt. Hillman 
thinks that the whale must have slsck- 
ened its speed and dived. The captain 
was two days in bringing the Thelma 
back to port.

Government officials will not be sur- 
prised if Kiiro|>ean (••uintries will re- 
taliate upon the merchants of this 
country as a result of the Tlf id enforce- 
ment of the anti-adulteratioDclause of 
the agricultural appropriation act 
passed at the latt (.esbion of con^'ress. 
It ia the determination of the agricul- 
taral and treasury department* to en- 
force this act, and the state depart- 
ment ha* afrced to eoopcrat* with 
tbem to carrj oat tb* ttrna of the 
new law. 

OifioiaLs say the test case will be 
based upon the importation of adul- 
terated German Ithine wines. The 
state department has received from 
the agrieuRara) department a request 
for a copy of the record of the pro- 
ceedings in the case of Dr. Schnapc 
von Hope, one of the largest wine- 
makers in Niersteln, who has been 
tried in Germany for adulterating 
wine. A fi'aat deal of this wine comes 
to America, and the sgrieultnral and 
treasury dcpartreerits wiish tO BScnre 
the legal evidence upon which it may 
be excluded. The state department 
therefore has transmitted to the 
Uaftad ItatCB eonen) at Mayence a re- 
qneat for a eopy of the records. 

It has been alleged by the cham- 
pions of the anti-adulterntior act that 
the German law does not prevent in- 
discriminate and wholesome adultera- 
tion of fooda and wines provided they 
are not to be consumed in Germany, 
and very careful inquiry is to be made 
into the proof of this statement, 
thougttx it must be said that the offl- 
ciala here place little credence in it. 
If, however, it should be well founded, 
based upon the consul's report, con- 
atderabl* addition* will bf'mad* to the 
list of forbidden Imports.

Suicide in the United States has been 

studied by Prof. William li. Bailey, of 
Yale, fur ti period covering the years 
lb'J7 to l'.H)i. lie has takcu L"J,344 cases 
and compiled the first set of ex- 
haustive statistics ever prepared from 
the viewpoint of the authority on so- 
dsl science or political economy. 

In order to take a more convenient 
unit 10,000 cases were taken tjy I'rof. 
Bailey for computation in his statis- 
tics. Of these 7,7Bl were found to be 
[males, 2,219 females, indicating that 
in general about 3Vi malea to 1 female 
commit anleide. Taken by age the 
figures show the following:

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This table shows that the most 
popular suicide period is between 30 
and 40 years, followed closely by the 

period between 20 and 30 years. Near- 
ly two-thirds of the suicides ore found 
between the periods of to 50 years. 

It is found that the iuimi)er of the 
married suicides exceeds that of those 
who are single. This table shows the 
relative proportional 
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Another table |«fpsred by Prof. 
Balle; shows thit'lbars single, wid- 
owed and divt)rced women commit 
suicide than men in like conjugal con- 
ditions, but ihiit iiiarri»-d men are 
more prone tiian married women to 
take their lives. According to Prof. 
Bailey this is probably due to the fact 
that the struggle for existence bear* 
most heavily on the women who are 
trying to support t ticinselves. 

.Shoot ill is fouiid III lie tlie f.'ivorite 
method of suicide, followed closely by 
poison. Almost exactly 60 per cent, 
of the cases of suicide are included 
under these two heads. More than 50 
per cent, of the cases of drowning 
occur In the three siiintiuT months. 
In Maine liaiifjiiiL' still leju's as the 
most jxipular method.
